Hostages, Surrender Quietly

WASHINGTON, March 11 
(iHT:.—A 38-hour ordeal that 
began in giolence ended peace- 
fully early today, as the ambassa- 
dors of Egypt, it. and Pakistan 
persuaded 12 Hanafi Muslim gun- 
mien to reiense thelr 134 hostages 
and surrender tu police. 

As the hostages began {filing 
wut of the Washington Islamic 
Center, the District uf Columbia 
City Hall and the 8'n2) B'rith 
headquarters, seized by the gun- 
men around noon Wednesday, 
the leader of the terrorists, 
Kahalifa Hamaas Abdu) Khaalis, 
was quickly arraigned on charges 
of armed kidnapping and then 
released without bail ἀπίῃ his 
forme! indictment. This was 
part of the bargain that won the 
freedom of the hostages. 

The 11 other gunmen were 
taken to jail. pending their ar- 
talgminent on charges that could 
miclude armed kidnapping and 
murder. A black reporter was 
killed and a city councilman and 
three security guards wounded 
when the terrorists took over the 
District of Columbia Bullding. 
Six persons were injured during 
the take-over of B'nai Brith. 
There were No injuries during the 
islamic Center take-over.

“Frankenstein genes” have become inter- 
national, 

Within the scientific community, genetic 
engineering has produced the widest philo- 
sophical debate since the splitting of the 
atom. Is it a promising research tool? Is 
it an unacceptable dangerous intrusion into 
the genetic heritage of life? Until recently, 
the debate was left to the scientists. Now 
the legislatures of California and New York 
are considering bills to control the research, 
as are several members of Congress. On 
a scientific issue with such enormous impli- 
cations, who should decide? 

Gene-splicing has become the fastest- 
growing field in biology. The research in- 
volves separating and recombining DNA, 
deoxyribonucleic acid, the active substance 
in the genes of all living things. DNA gov- 
exrns the heredity of life. Characteristics of 
an organism can be altered by spicing in 
DNA pieces from another organism; genetic 
transplants can be done between cells as 
diverse as mammal and plant. A bright high 
schoal biology student can do it, 

Eighty-six universities in the United 
States are doing DNA research; so are at 
least nine private companies. The pure re- 
searchers are trying to learn how DNA gives 

their hereditary traits, while 
pragmatic biologists are pursuing practical 
applications for drugs and vaccines. Syn- 
thetic insulin and a vaccine for swine and 
cattle diseases are two immediate possibili~ 
ties. Yet more dazzling results are imagin- 
abie. Recombinant DNA technology could 
lead to an increase in the world’s food sup- 
ply by enabling plant genes to manufacture 
their own nitrogen fertilizer from the air. 
“Gene therapy” in human beings may be 
only five to 10 years away; genetic engi- 
neering might wipe out diseases such a5 


. Sickle cell anemia. 


The potential for harm, however, is also 
immense. Some distinguished scientists, in- 
cluding Nobel Prize winner George Wald, 
have called for a moratorium on gene- 
splicing experiments. The recombinant 
DNAs can reprodace themselves in their 
host ceils. Once released into the world, 
they might ‘be impossible to control. Science 
fiction possibilities abound. Bacteria bred

More important than these arguments and 
counterarguments, however; more important 
than whether such research should or should 
not be controlled, is the question of who 
should make that decision. 

The DNA issue should not be left to the 
scientific community alone. Neither can it 
be left to ‘well-intentioned clty and state 
legislators. For one thing, the broad appeal 
of the research means omy that a tough 
law in one place will send researchers to 
another. More important, on issues of such 
immense consequence for good or ill, the 
public mast participate in the decision. 

Sclentists may feel that any legislative 
restrictions would interfere with their trea- 
sured freedom of inquiry. But the public 
is already part of the process; the research 
grants to study recombinant DNA come from 
the federal government. The scientists have 
here an opportunity, indeed a duty, to edu- 


cate the public and its elected representa- .

SYDNEY, March 11 (UPD.—Commentators have 
called it “a continuation of the 100 Years War,” 
but martial metaphors are common when describ- 
ing the cricket matches that have been played 
between England and Australia. 


100 years of test matches against each other. 

Tt was in 1861 that an English cricket team first 
visited the fledgling British colony of Australia. 
Two years later, an enterprising Melbowne firm 
of caterers, Spiers and Pond, became the first 
Sponsors of an international cricket tour when they 
approached the English county club Surrey to 
send a team to Australia, where cricket had been 
flourishing on an organized level since 1838 with 
the founding of the Melbourne Cricket Club, 

‘The tour, despite the difficulties of traveling in 
AustraHa, Was a financial success and Spiers and 
Pond made a tidy profit reported afi £11,000. 

James Lillywhite brought his own side of mixed 
professionals and amateurs to Australia in 1876- 
ΤΊ and found the standard of cricket “amongst the 
colonials” had been improvd by the three previous 
tours when England had played only local teams 
and usvally beat them. 

Lilywhite was persuaded by the Melbourne 
Cricket Club that the colonies had earned the right 
to meet England on a national level and the first 
“Australian” team, picked from the best players of 
Victoria and New South Wales, met the Englishmen 
on the Melhourne Cricket Ground on Mareh 15, 
1877, in what was to become known as the first 
‘Test match between the countries. 

Australia. won the historic encounter by 45 
runs but lost the return match; by four wickets. 

But the colonies had won thelr claim to cricket- 
ing equality with the mother country and regular 
tours became fully established.
